ested in educational matters former 
Gov. W. D. Hoard of Ft. Atkinson 
asks "Why not enact the Bennett 
Law ueain?" It was the law which 
more than any other piece of legis- 
lation, resulted in the defeat of Gov. 
Hoard for a second term, in 1890. 


"The message of Secretary Lane' 


to the President and the senate and 
house committee or education brings 
out some most startling facts as to 
the extent of illiteracy in this coun- 
try," says Gov. Hoard's statement. 
"Mr. Lane states that in 1910 there 
were more than five and one-half 
million persons "over ten years of 
ajLCe who were unab!. to read or write 
in any Inmruaptv1 There are now 
nearly 700.000 men of draft age in 
the United States who are register- 
ed, who cannot rend or write in 
English or in any other language. 
Since the lirst of April, 191.7, there 
has been drafted into the American 
army 40,000 men who cannot sign 
their names, cannot read orders post- 
ed on camp bulletin boards, cannot 
study their manual of arms, cannot
